Southside communities of Chicago; and

WHEREAS, Barbara Jones Green was the founder and
President/CEO of Jonette Products Enterprise, Ltd., a diverse
concession management and management systems corporation that
has provided its services for many local and State

organizations; and

WHEREAS, Barbara Jones Green was the founder of the Golfing
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Friends of Chicago, a charitable organization that has provided
over $400,000 in educational scholarships to needy students
